The V.l.p. Room is a place where people who are 

considered to be important people could come in and sit down 

and wait for incoming or outgoing flights. The room was divided 

into 3 sections and had a television and drinks werw served for"* 

their convenience.

I identified the picture marked "S-l" which is of the 

person who has an identification plate with New Orleans,

Louisiana and numbers 12*308 and dated 3/1/67 - acrossohis chest 
as a man who used to come into the V.l.p. Room quite often. 

He was always bringing in people who were leaving town or

with 2 or 3 people and I would fix* him a Bloody Mary. He was
